It was their share and 
debt if they were going to be heirs of 
Linitain’s greatness. He prayed all not 
to think for a-mowent that production 
could take its plate, but to pay their 
debt in value now, and it was in the 
bigvd of the sons of the old land that 
they could gain a vision of their duty.

of $300,000,000 exports over imports. 
He admitted that a great deal of muni- 
tions were sold last year, and also 
prices had doubled, but in spite of this 
they had twice the exports than be- 
fore the Borden government came in, 
Work of Raising Men, 

The speaker dealt at some length 
with what had been done to maintain 
the financial and military position of 


the country during the war. In all 
22,000 men had been enlisted and 
300,000 had gone overseas, and the 
cost of maintaining these men was 


greater than the whole government of 
the country before the war. Financi- 
ally the country was on the credit side 
instead of the debit. Dealing with the 
question of the Ross rifles, he argued 
that they had been substituted by a 
better pattern as soon it was shown 
necessary and that the rifles could be 
procured, If any blame was attached 
to the rifle, he contended that it was 
the fault of the Laurier government, 
who had adopted the Ross as the 
standard for the Dominion in defiance 
of the Imperial authorities, who asked 
that a standard pattern be adopted 
throughout the Empire, and also to 
the contract entered into with the 
Ross firm by the Laurier administra- 
tion. With regard to the army shoe 
scandals, he contended that the com- 
mission of investigation had proved 
that only one boot in 250 suffered 
from any defect of manufacture, and 
was there anyone who had had that 
number of boots but that one did not 
show some defect,

Chief Engineer of McArthur Rail- 
ways Makes Strong Statement 
to Committee. 


‘I don’t care under what conditions 
he made it That statement of his is 
absolutely wrong I state that un-

This was the hatic manner in 


whieh W. Rathbone Smith, chief en- 
gineer of the MeArthur railways, at 
the public accounts committee of the 
Legislature on Tuesday dealt with 
the estimate of the cost of the 
Grande Prairie section of the »dD.& 
B. ( line, made by Ales Ferguson, 
Dominion engineer, and which wae 
the trump card of the leader of the 
Opposit on in making his argument in 
the house on Monday evening against 
the railway policy of the Govern- 
ment Mr. Smith explained that the 
engineer had been sent from Ottawa 


to make an examination of the road 
in connection with an application the 
company had made for a subsidy from 
the Dominion Government, of which 
they had just received $125,000. 

On Contractor's Prices, 

Mr. Smith said that Mr, Ferguson's 
estimate was based on the contractor's 
prices, He had allowed the main 
contractor nothing for financing and 


nothing for overhead or incidental 
losses. He took the invoices of tim- 
ber from Vancouver or Coast points, 


plus the freight and erecting charges, 
and allowed nothing for loss, inciden- 
tals, or supervision He did the same 
with the rails He computed his own 
cost for ties. He took his own num- 
ber of ties, which was not as many as 


were-in the track. Ife allowed no- 
thing for 25 miles of ballasting that 
had been done by an extra gang He 


allowed nothing for operation during 
construction, nothing for interest dur- 
ing construction, and then he recom- 
mended to the Minister of Railways 


that the trestle, equal to any on the 
continent, should not be accepted, al- 
though the same sort of trestle was 
used by the C.P.R. on the Kettle Val- 
le branch and had passed on. the 
CN.R, when that company was ap- 
plying for a subsidy Ile had allow- 
ed nothing for elevator tracks, al- 
though they had been built Those 
wer a few of the things, snid Mr 
Smith, that Ferguson had omitted 
when preparing his estimate 

The Dominion enginer had aecom- 
panied him, Mr, Smith said, and he 
exarained the line, looking out of the 
windows of the car.

$2,000 STOLEN 
FROM UNIVERSITY

ienbered the opening of the $60 ac 
ount by “C, P. Nobbs’ and the pay 
ing in of the cheque for $ 58. On 
April 3, the sum of $2,00g.was wilh 
drawn by "“C. P. Nobbs,” THe man was 
short and of high-colored complexion. 
He was of opinion that the accused 
was the same man, 

Bursar Ashworth’s Evidence. 

The chief witness during the after- 
noon was Kenneth Ashworth, bursar 
at the University of Alberta, who ue 
nied that he had signed any cheque 
for “C. P. Nobbs,” or any such per- 
son, nor had he signed the cheque 
numbered 6964 which was drawn fu, 
the sum of $2,358. The accused left 
the university on the morning of 
April 4th, 1916, and the morning be- 
fore he asked witness if he could go 
away east. The university did busi- 
nses with the south side branch ol 
the Imperial Bank, Once a month 
the vouchers came back, and it was 
in May when he looked through the 
vouchers that he saw one for $2,358. 
‘huere was no other missing voucher. 
One cheque No. 6963 was temporarily 
missing, but it was only misplaced. 

Evidence on Handwriting. 

Asked by Mr. Ford as to his quali- 
fications as a judge of handwriting, 
witness said that he had years 
experience in the bank of Montreai 
Shown the withdrawa! form for the 
$2,000 and the deposit slips for the 
$60 and $2,358 presumed to have 
been handed into the bank by the 
accused, the witness said that he 
identified the “noughts” in the with- 
drawal slip for $2,000 as in the writing 
of the accused, also the “b’ and “s” 
in the signature. In the slip for the 
deposit of $60 he recognized the fig- 
ures as written by Bill, and in 
deposit for $2,358 he recognized 
words ‘Twenty-three hundred,” 
“date” and the two “b's” and the 
as the work of the accused.

Witness: I did not sign any blank 
cheque.

Mr. MacKay: Then it rests between 
you and Mr, Hay whether it was a 
genuine signature. 

$2,000 Lost in 1014. 

Mr. MacKay then questioned wit- 
ness as to a sum of nearly 2,000 fee 
money taken during the Summer 
School, which was said to have been 
lost in 1914 and never recovered, 

In answer to the questions the wit- 
ness said that the money was put 
away in @ small receptacie in the 
university safe and was never seen 
afterwards. There was a small spring 
lock to the receptacle which in wit- 
ness’ opinion could be opened with a 


knife.

Facts and Fancies 


A move has been made by the Amateur Athletic Union of Canada 
to compile an honor roll of athletes who have gone to the war. This 
is a very commendable action and should receive the co-operation of 
ry one interested in athletics in Alberta Alberta has abolished 
senior athletics because of the number of men who have enlisted—at 
least that is the reason which has been given out, and it is no doubt 
the correct reason. But a mere statement of fact will not go very 
far unless some active action is taken in the compilation of this 
honor roll in this province. Immediate action should be taken by 
the Amateur Union officials; every affliated club or some represen- 
tative of each club should be canvassee@, and every man who has 
gone from Alberta, who held an amateur card or who ever did hold 
one should have his name engraved upon the honor roll of Canadian 
athletes. If the thing is gone after right, there is not the slightest 
doubt but that Alberta athletes will lead the rest of Canada in the 
percentage of enlistments. But if it is not taken up in a thorough 
and comprehensive manner, then it is better not to touch it at all 
Here is a chance for the Amateur Union officials to do justice to the 
athletes of the province,

Toronto is going to take another crack at lacrosse—this being 
the usual season of the year when lacrosse is “revived” in Canada, 
Cc. S. Querrie, of course, is behind this latest revival service in To-

We have the names already of twenty players, » are quite 
willing to play the game for the game's sake, and while a number 
of them were paid for their services in the past, they are quite will- 
ing to try and keep the game going, without any remuneration for 
themselves. It is also the intention of the club in an effort to pro- 
vide amusement for the soldiers, to allow all men in the country’s 
uniform, and returned soldiers, to witness the g: s entirely free of 
charge. Through the generosity of Mr. Lawrence Solmon, the big 
athletic fields of the Island will be given gratis, during the Satur- 
days and holidays that the baseball club are away, and the organizers 
are of the opinion that it would add interest to the game, both in 
the east and the west, if the N. L. U. directors would grant us a 
franchise.”

HAYDON, 
Among the great English painters 
of the nineteenth century, Benjamin 
Robert Haydon ranks among. the 
greatest, although his genius found 
secant appreciation during his tragic 
and pathetic lifetime. It was on the 
fourth of April, 1846, that Haydon re- 
ceived that last blow to his pride which 
was, 48 he wrote in his diary, “the be- 
ginning of the end.” It was on that 
date that he placed on exhibition the 
large picture, he Banishment of Ar- 
istides,”” on which he had long been 
engaged, The picture was shown in 
the room at the Egyptian Hall in 
Piccadilly, and the artist hoped that 
the receipts would be sufficient to re- 
lieve him of the debts that were then 
oppressing him. Only four persons 
inspected the canvas on the first day, 
and in the entire week the total at- 
tendance was only 1383, After five 
weeks of heartbreaking disappoint- 
ment he closed the exhibition, having 
lost nearly a hundred pounds. The 
worst feature of this dismal failure 
was, to Haydon, the fact that under 
the same roof the famous dwart, 
“General” Tom Thumb, was attract- 
ing eager thousands. In his diary 
the painter wrote: “They rush by 
thousands to see Tom Thumb. They 
push, they fight, they seream, they 
faint, It is an insanity, a rables fu; 
rore, a dream, of which IT would not 
have beliey England could have 
been guilty.’ His own failure, cou- 
pled with the suecess of the lionized 
dwarf, so preyed upon Hayden's mind 
that he soon hecame insane, and on a 
morning in the following June, the 
hapless genius was found in his stu- 


dio, prostrate in front of his picture, 
“Alfred the Great and the First Bri- 
tish Jury.” Hy his side were his
